tion of Chinese coolies, *‘just as it first regu-
lated and prohibited the importation of Afri-
canalaves.” In these few words the whole
question i8 wmisrepresented and confnsed.
The Chinese shoemakers now at North
Adama are not slaves. The 7ribund's own
correspondence from the village proves that.

Congress may doubtless prohibit the intro-
duction of slaves into this country, hut has
it any right to interpose unnecessary or vexa-
tios obstacles to the importation of free
labor ? This question the Star disposes of
by agserting that the coolies are slaves Dut
onr contomporary does not seem to be in pos-
session of any special information with regard
to the terms of Mr, Bampson's contract, or
else it has withheld that information from
the publie. “‘Immigrants ara welcome,” says
the Sfer, ‘‘slaves are not.” Exactly, But
we cannot legislate against the Chinese as
slaves until we have some positive proof
before us that they are slaves.

The writer in the 7%ibune objects to the
(kinese on account of their race. The argu-
wents of tha Tribune itself when such objec-
tions were made to the negroes are surely
sulicient to meet this point, The Z'ribune
has been preaching a good many years in
vain if these ‘‘race’ prejudices are now to
prevail. Buat the writer is also afraid that the
*‘Mongolians will gradually incorporate them-
selves with the blood and being of the coun-
try,” and he goes on in a strain which will be
rather startling to old readers of the Ziibuie
to insinuate that there will be at once a
wholesale admixture of races. There is a
vast preponderance of the “‘female elemont”
in Massachusetts, and “it is a sugpestive fact
that the first organized bodies of industrial
Chinamen have been taken to Massachusetts,”
The writer ‘‘leaves others to draw such de-
ductious as they please,” The deduction wa
shounld draw from it is that the argument is
an insult to American women, who would
have as much to say on the partienlar ques-
tion involved as the *‘Mongolians.” We
think they may be trusted in the same vil-
lage or State with the Chinese shoemakers,

The writer of this extraordinary article fur-
ther objects to the Chinese on the gronnd that
they sleep in bunks and not in bads, and eat
queer food, It is a contest, ho says, “‘of the
bupk sgainst the bed, the roast rat against
the roast beef.” This is plainly a view dic-
tated by prejudice. Now let us hear what
the Zisne correspondent, a practical mag,
writiog from North Adams, has to say on the
snbject

“The Chinese are hearty eafers, requiring new
supplied of rice and fresh meat for thelr Kitenens in
o way Loat somewhat encourages the small traders
of North Adsms, who had been led to ‘sdppose the
new shoemakers would have no demand for any mer-
chandise but ruts and puppy dogs, The clgar stores

and whisky shops must saffer, but their waats will
open new avenues of protitable trade.”

o much for fact against fanoy.

1'be writer goes on to protest against the
Chinese because they are immoral. Any-
body would think from this that immoralicy
was confined to the Chinese, whereas there
is good reason to suppose that even the
**Japhetio stock” sometimes have ‘‘foul and
mortifying vices.” All such argonments as
these, if arguments they can be called, only
serve to make the opposition to the intro-
duetion of Chinese luborers ridicalous, If
the new tide of immigration is to be turned
back, it must be for belter reasons than those
advanced in the Zwibune. Is this, for in-
staunce, a good and valid reason for drawing a
cordon round the United States to kesp ont
the Chinese? ‘‘When we shall have them
arriving in these Northern States by the ten
thousand and hundred thousand, we will un-
doubtedly find politicians playing for their
votes.” Does not the same thing happen
with other naturalized citizens ?

The whole subject ought to be properly
inquired into, but in a ?nir. impartial, and
business-like spirit, A mere collection of

crotchets and prejudices ought not to be ae- |

cepted as the basis of a policy. The very
facts about the motive for introdneing Chi-
nese into Massachusetts seem to have been
misrepresented. We have been told that the
objeet was to beat down the price of the

white man's labar, But the sensible observer |

who writes from the spot deplares that Mr.
Samwpson was foroed by the despotism of his
workmen to ewploy Chinese. Once more let

COMMISSIONER WELLS' RETIREMENT. |

The office of Special Commissioner of Re.
venue has ceased to exist. It died for want
of renewal.

When this office wis created, four years
ago, wa were not enthusiastic abont its util-
ity, supposing it to be but an additional appli-
ance for aiding class legislution. It is dae to
the distinguished Commissioner who has
retired to state that he so discharged his dn-
ties as to cause hiz office to he looked npon
by all men, withont political distinetion, who
are not absolutely interestad in iron, ¢ ippar,
woollens, and other monopolies, as the rally-
ing point for trathiful information:
aunual reports bave becomwe valaable state
papers in onur own country, and are looked
upon in England, France, and Germany as
among the valuabloe contribulions to
anIiL'-l] coonomy in our time

It will be as intevesting as it is instractive
to give a succinel sketch of the rise and fall
of this oflice,

The tutors employed nnder both sys-
tems are selectad at random, often without
inquiry a8 to their moral character, and
generally without regard to their qualifica-
tions as teachers. It is enongh if they belong
to the right church or the only true sect, The
character of instrietion to be given ia left,
under both systems, to the selsction of the
nntrained tutors, and naturally it is seldom
profonnd or practical, aud not always moral.

| smpervision maintaibed by churches or State,
